Youngsters in Annual Playgrounds’ kveny; 
Crane’s Float ‘Most. Beautiful’ /

A record number of Pittsfield 
children watched and participated 
in the colorful seventh annual 
Mardi gras celebration here last 
night. The sponsoring Park Depart- 
ment said close to 1400 youngsters 
from the city’s 19 playgrounds 
marched or rode in floats and Pitts- 
field police estimated a crowd of 
nearly 10,000 watched the proceed- 
ings from the sidelines. 

Balloons, flags, festive bunting 
and screaming kids added color and 
noise ta this summer event which 
began with the parade through 
town and ended with movies at the 
Common and a teen-agers’ dance at 
the Masonic Temple. 

Park Department Superintendent 
Vincent J. Hebert said there were 
39 floats and vehicles in the motor- 
ized procession which wound its 
way past the judges’ stand at Park 
Square, up North Street to Maple- 
wood Avenue, across to First Street 
and down to the Common. Side- 
walks all along the route were lined 
three and four deep with shouting 
spectators.

At the head, behind a volunteer 
Polish Falconettes’ band, came the 
chief marshal and his aides. Gustaf 
G. Pilblad Jr., who had been the 
leader several times, drew the ap- 
plause and cries of the crowd this 
year with his home-made gypsy 
costume. “I’m: just a gypsy,” said 
Gus, who was bedecked in a flowing 
cape and turban-type headgear, 
which he claimed he “put together” 
himself, 

Kept in hiding until just before 
the parade was Assistant Marshal 
Russell D. Bousquet, who appeared 
as Goldilocks.

Bill chose an able helpmate for 
his duties at the Infirmary back 
in 1929 when he married Helen 
Boakes of Dalton, who was school 
teacher. Mrs. Knoblock is Bill’s 
biggest booster and extends her 
duties as matron at the City In- 
firmary beyond a regularly paid 
job into a personal hobby of 
making life pleasanter for the 
residents there. Their daughter, 
Nancy, who returns next week 
to Smith College for her senior 
year, having turned back a seige 
of polio, is majoring in govern-
